SUNSHINE. AND SHOWER. 
The Crop Outlook Good in all Sections 
of the State. 
Acampo (San Joaquin county), April Sth. 
A light rain fell this morning. We are 
likely to have consideiable more before 
night. 
Los Gatos, April Sth.—Rain commenced 
falling early last evening, and continued 
through the night. The fail was even and 
steady and did much good. The fruit trees 
and grain are in excellent condition, and 
the outlook for the season was never more 
encouraging. Ranchmen continue plant­ 
ing trees and vines. F. O. Zeigler has just 
finished putting in 1,000 prune trees and 
6,000 grape cuttings on his ranch near 
here. 
Santa M akia (Santa Barbara county), 
April 8th.—A light rain fell this morning. 
We have cloudy weather and the indica­ 
tions are for more rain. The crops are 
heavy. A bountiful harvest is assured. 
Modesto, April Sth.—Early this morning 
a light rain began falling, and at 7 o’clock 
.05 of an inch had fallen, makiDg a total of 
7.G6 inches for the season. Weather cloudy. 
D utch F la t, April 8th.—We have had 
splendid rains here during the last twenty- 
four hours, and the indications are favora­ 
ble for a continuance. The fruit trees and 
other vegetation look fine. 
H o lliste r, April 8th.—Showers fell 
daring last night and to-day, aggregating 
over half an inch of water.' The weather 
is still threatening and prospects of crops 
never better at this season of the year. 
Op-land, April 8th.—It rained all day in 
gentle showers, one two-hundredths inches 
falling, making for the season 12.90 inches. 
The indications favor good crops. The 
barley is headed and wheat looks well. 
The fruit trees are promising, and the vines 
planted this season are making wonderful 
growths. 
M arysville, April 8th.—Rain fell here 
last evening, and the skies are overcast. 
Nevada City, April Sth —It commenced 
raining early this morning and has been 
showering ever since. 
Los A ngeles, April 8th.—A brisk shower 
set in about noon, with prospects of con­ 
tinuing all day. 
San Jose, April 8th.—It commenced 
raining at 9 o’clock last night. There were 
heavy showers all forenoon. At 11:20 to­ 
day it was pouring, with a slight north 
wind. 
M odesto, April 8th.—Early this morning 
a light rain began falling, and at 7 o’clock 
.05 of an inch had fell, making a total of 
7.66 for the season. The weather is cloudy. 
M erced, April 8th.—It commenced rain­ 
ing shortly after midnight last night and

Fresno. April 8th.—A gentle rain has 
been falling all morning. 
B akersfield, April 8th.—A gentle rain 
fell all afternoon. Now, at 8 p. m., it is 
raining heavily. 
SHOT H H W IFE 
Because She Loved a Second-Rate Bar­ 
keeper. 
San Francisco, April 8th.—Mrs. Mary 
Sanders was shot and probably fatally 
wounded last Saturday night by her hus­ 
band, who then attempted to commit sui­ 
cide by shooting himself in the neck. The 
couple were married about eighteen months 
ago at Whitesboro, Mendocino county, and 
they lived happily together until the wife 
became infatuated with Dan. Callaghan, a 
Eureka saloonkeeper, and ran away with 
him about six months ago. They were fol­ 
lowed to this city by Sanders, who traced 
his wife to 526 Fine street, where she was 
living with Callaghan. He went there 
bent on killing Callaghan, but bloodshed 
was averted as Callaghan happened to be 
out at the time. There was a reconcilia­ 
tion between husband and wife, and the 
police say that the next heard of Mrs. San­ 
ders was in a Dupont street bagnio, where 
she was placed by her husband. Sanders 
then commenced drinking heavily, and his 
wife left him. He started in search of her. 
but it was not until about 7 o’clock Satur­ 
day night that he found her, on Fourth 
street, near Mission. Ho asked her to re­ 
turn to him and she refused, whereupon he 
drew a revolver and fired three shots at 
her. One of the bullets took effect above 
her right hip and ranged inwards, inflict­ 
ing a wound which it is believed will cause 
her death. When she fell to the sidewalk 
Sanders, believing his murderous work 
complete, placed the muzzle of the pistol 
to his mouth and fired. The bullet lodged 
in his neck, producing a painful but not 
fatal wound. 
LOS ANGELES RACES. 
Rettie B. and Cannie Scott Win Two 
Good Races. 
Los A ngeles, April 8th.—The fourth an­ 
nual spring meeting of the Southern Cali­ 
fornia Racing Club commenced this after­ 
noon at Agricultural Park, under somewhat 
inauspicious circumstances. A drizzling 
rain feel at frequent intervals, yet the 
attendance was fair and the racing satis­ 
factory. 
In the Rodman Scramble, for two-year- 
olds, five-eighth of a mile, Rettie B., Wild 
Idle (a Duchess filly), Florella, Gold Dust 
and Washington Bartlett ran. Rettie won. 
Time, 1:05}. 
The Duchess filly took the lead, main­ 
taining her position until within a furlong 
from home, when Rettie came up with a 
rush, and finished a full length ahead. 
The Southern Pacific handicap for all 
aues, one and a quarter miles. Canny Scot 
(97) first, G. W. (89) second, John Treat 
(112) third. Dave Douglas and Four Aces 
(100) also ran. Time, 1:10. 
G. W. got a trifle the best of the start 
and made the running to the homestretch, 
when Canny Scott, for whom the race was 
considered a foregone conclusion, over­ 
hauled him and won easily.

CARR’S INCLOSURE. 
Uncle 8am Say» It Unit be Opened to 
Settlers. 
P ortland, April 8th.—The surveyors 
sent out to Modoc county, CaL, bv Major 
J. B. Brockenbroueh, Special Agent of the 
General Land Office, to resurvev Jesse D. 
Carr's inclosure of 38,000 acres of Govern­ 
ment land, have returned here, and have 
verified the surveys of Mr. Campbell, who, 
since making his survey, was accidentally 
drowned at Oregon City. They find thirty- 
nine miles of barbed wire fence, stone wall, 
rim rock and lake shore surrounding this 
immense tract of public land. Upon the 
suggestion of United States District Attor­ 
ney Carey, an amended affidavit, setting 
forth by legal subdivisions the public lands 
inclosed, has been forwarded to him. It is 
believed that every facility has now been 
afforded the District Attorney for institut­ 
ing legal proceedings against Carr to oblige 
him to open his inciosure to settlement. 
BLOWN TO ATOMS. 
One Man Killed and Another Slightly 
Injured. 
8an Francisco, April 8th.—An explosion 
took place at the California Powder Works, 
Pawning Station, Contra Costa county, this 
morning, resulting in the death of one man 
and the slight injury of another. The ex­ 
plosion occurred in the mixing-room. 
The explosion killed John M. Swan and 
injured Charles Jessing slightly. All the 
employes were at lunch at the time. 
On inquiry at the business office, on Cal­ 
ifornia street, no definite particulars could 
be ascertained relative to the cause of the 


explosion. It seems the nitro-glycerine 
had been turned down to the last cleansiug- 
tank, which is the fourth process. The 
¡superintendent had gone through this de­ 
partment about five minutes before the ex­ 
plosion occurred, and had seen everything 
in usual good order. The oil had been iu 
the usual receiviug-tank about fifteen min­ 
utes. The day’s work had just been com­ 
pleted and the men had all gone to dinner. 
There were but three men in this depart­ 
ment, which is below ground and very 
heavily bulkheaded. N"o damage was done 
to the chemical works, mixing or packing 
departnients beyond the breaking of win­ 
dow glass and a slight shaking up. 
It is estimated that betweeu 700 and 800 
pounds of uitro-glycerine were lost. The 
total loss is estimated at $8,000 to $10,000. 


EARTHQUAKE IN MEXICO. 
The New Railroad from Guaymas to 
Chihuahua. 
Guaymas, April Sth.—After the earth­ 
quake of March 2d the earth continued 
trembling slightly, but distinctly, with fre­ 
quent slight shocks. Last night, at 3:30, a 
severe shock of earthquake was felt, and 
about twenty minutes later another, still 
worse. No damage was done. 
The general office of the Sonora, Sinaloa 
and Chihuahua Railway has just been 
opened here. President Session, Chief En­ 
gineer Herbert, General Manager Reed aud 
other officers have just arrived. The sur­ 
veys will begin at once, and the building 
will follow within two months. A contract 
has been awarded to Richard d u g <fc Co., of 
Ot’awa, Iowa, for the construction of 220 
miles of the road, from Guaymas to Topo- 
lobampo, via the Yaqui river and Alamos. 
Santa Rosa News. 
Santa Rosa, April 8th.—The Normal In­ 
stitute convened here this morning. The 
attendance is 186. Professor McGrew of 
San Jose is Conductor. 
The delegates have arranged for a fire 
tournament here for Sonoma. Napa and 
Marin counties on May 8th. The prospects 
are excellent for a large meeting. Napa, 
St. Helena, Petaluma, Healdsburg, Sonoma 
and other towns will be represented. The 
teams are now being put iu training in all 
these places. 
The Board of Regents ot the Pacific 
Methodist College will meet to-day to re­ 
locate the institution. It will probably ac­ 
cept a new site in the northern part of the 
town and sell the old site, which is worth 
$30,000, to add to the endowment fund. 
A company has been organized to build 
a large hotel, especially for tourists. The 
site has been selected. 
F. H. Rowland, a candy manufacturer, 
assigned to-day. His liabilities are about 
$1,000 and his assets near the same. 
Item s from W ashington Territory. 
Spokane Falls, April 8th.—The Spokane 
Post Falls and Eastern Railway and Navi­ 
gation Company has organized with a capi­ 
tal ot $5.000.000 to build the Spokane east 
to Post Falls, Lake Pen d’Oreille, to connect 
with the St. Paul, Minneapolis and Mani­ 
toba Railroad. They claim they have the 
easiest pass over the mountain. "A survey­ 
ing party will be sent out immediately, and 
the road built as soon as the line is located. 
Paddy Welch challenges Thomas Stock- 
ley with bare knuckles for $500 a side. 
Several years ago in Crookston, Minn., 
lived Chris. C. Greenbalgh and wife. The 
wife was a good woman. He was a drunk­ 
ard and paid attention to Anna Krundra. 
He persuaded the latter last year to come 
here. The girl refused to live with him 
when they arrived. I.ast February she 
married. Sunday Greeuhalgh went to the 
place where she boarded and demanded to 
see her. When refused, he created a great 
row and was arrested. The girl and her 
husband declare they will kill Greenhalgli 
if he troubles them again. 
A Colored Don Juan. 
Chico, April 8th.—Colored society in 
Chico is all broken up over a free fight 
among a number of colored women. John 
Weidner, a young colored man, was sent 
from here to the County Jail for thirty davs 
lor deserting his wife and children for a 
young woman by the name of Annie Dalv. 
Last evening Mrs. Weidner and three 
young colored women by the name of 
Jackson called at the residence of the Daly 
woman, called her out and publicly horse­ 
whipped her. She got her revolver and 
attempted to shoot her assailants, but was 
disarmed by bystanders. 
The women 
were all arrested and an exciting trial is 
promised, as the male friends of all parties 
have taken a hand in the fracas and trouble 
is feared. 
The Santa Ana Election. 
Santa Ana, April 8th. — The regular 
municipal election was held here to-day. 
Four printed tickets—the People’s, Citi­ 
zens’, Independent and Regular—were in 
the field, and much scratching was done. 
The day was a quiet and satisfactory one, 
with one exception. Tickets of different 
colors were used. Those printed upon 
light blue paper were for a time refused, 
but a satisfactory agreement was made. 
An effort was made after the close of the 
election to contest upon technical grounds, 
but little was accomplished. Eight hun­ 
dred and fifty-five votes were cast, and it is 
generally conceded that the election has 
been a very close but a thoroughly satis­ 
factory one. 
Napa Valley. 
Napa, April 8th.—Verona Baldwin, com­ 
mitted from Los Angeles, arrived at the 
Insane Asylum to-day with a Deputy 
Sheriff and a lady attendant. 
Light showers have been falling which 
are of much benefit to the ground, which 
was beaten down with the late heavv 
rains. 
George Mootry died at the Infirmary last 
week from the effect of a cut inflicted sev­ 
eral weeks ago with suicidal intent. Among 
his effects was a letter found to-day, which 
states he is a brother of Thomas j ' Mootry, 
a wealthy mining man. Deceased was a 
native of New York and had an interest in 
the estate of his father valued at $60 U00. 
Distressing Accident near CollegevlUe. 
Stockton, April 8th.—Mrs. A. F. Weber, 
aged 62 years, and her daughter met with a 
serious accident nearCollegeville, five miles 
irom this city, yesterday while driving in 
an open cart. Their horse took fright at a 
disabled wagon on a bridge and backed off, 
falling a distance of fifteen feet. The ani­ 
mal fell upon Mrs. Weber, who was taken 
out in an nnconscious condition. She 
suffered a fracture ot two ribs aud is so 
badly brnised and injured internally that 
her recovery is doubtful. Her daughter 
had her collar-bone broken and was lacer­ 
ated about the face and body. 
An Architect Arrested. 
San Francisco, April 8th.—E. J. Wes­ 
ton, who was removed from his position in 
the office of the architect of the New City 
Hall to-day, for delivering, as he stated, "a 
plan of the McAllister-street wings to a 
stranger, who has disappeared with them, 
was arrested this afternoon on a charge of 
felony, in having stolen the papers. To a 
reporter who talked with him at the prison 
Weston denies having stolen the plans, and 
says he thinks his arrest is a plan to get 
even on him for his demanding more 
salary.

Died In New Mexico. 
A lbuquerque (N. M.), April 8th—A. J. 
McDowell, of BostoD, Auditor of the Mexi­ 
can Central Railway Company, and well 
known in New York, Boston and the West, 
was taken with a congestive chill last 
Wednesday morning while en route from 
the City ol Mexico, and was compelled to 
stop over at Albuquerque. After lingering 
for five days he died this morning. 
Capture of the Train Robbers. 
Albuquerque (N. M.). April 8th.—Rob­ 
bers who held up train at Canyon Diablo a 
month ago have been captured. A tele­ 
gram from Kanabe, Utah, to the Atlantic 
and Pacific Company, signed by the Sheriff, 
says: “We captured one on the 1st instant, 
one on the 2d, and two on the 4th.” The 
Sheriff and his posse, with their prisoners, 
are on their way to Milford, a three days’ 
overland ride. 
The Pasadena Election. 
Pomona, April 8th. — For the second 
time since the city was incorporated it 
elected its officers to-day. The contest was 
high license and anti-saloon, resulting in a 
victory for the anti-saioon by a majority of 
about fifty to seventy-five. TThere was con­ 
siderable scratching. A large vote was 
polled, and both parties labored incessantly. 
The twelve saloons in Pomona are paying 
a monthly license of $50 each at present. 
The Petalnma Election. 
P etaluma, April 8th —At the city elec­ 
tion held here to-day 725 votes were polled, 
and but little interest taken except on the 
contest for Marshal, which is close.

LAND SURVEYS. 
The Government Swindled b y Surveyors 
—Three Important Cases. 
W ashington, April 8th.—The argument 
was begun in the Supreme Court of the 
United States to-day in three very impor­ 
tant California cases entitled United States 
plaintiff, vs. John D. Hall, George H. Per­ 
rin et al., and M. F. Reilly, respectively. 
Hall, iu 1S85. made a contract with the 
United States Surveyor General of Califor­ 
nia to survey public lands, and it is charged 
he did not survey them at all, but platted 
the land in his office, without ever making 
a survey, and returned the plats, with ficti­ 
tious field notes, to the Survevor-General, 
accompanied by affidavits stating that he 
had done the work as required by the con­ 
tract. 
It is averred that Perrin and Reilly were 
also guilty of making false affidavits, aud 
Perrin and others, in addition, are charged 
with conspiracy to defraud the Govern­ 
ment. 
The defendants were all indicted for 
forgery. They took exceptions to the in­ 
dictment, contending, among other things, 
that the offense alleged was not forgery, as 
it was not charged that they had' faisely 
simulated other persons' writings, but that 
they had in their own handwriting made 
false statements of facts. There was a 
diversion of opinion on this point between 
the Judges of the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the District of California, 
and the matter comes here for determina­ 
tion by the Supreme Court. The cases are 
of considerable interest, ami it is understood 
that a number of civil suits depend upon 
the determination of the criminal cases. 
The Solicitor-General, Mr. Jenks, opened 
the argument for the United States, and 
was followed by Hon. Frank Hurd in be­ 
half of the defendants. Senator Stewart of 
Nevada is also of counsel for the defense. 
CORPORAL TANNER. 
He Proposes to Tan the Democratic 
UideM In B is Department. 
t W ashington, 
April 
8th.—Secretary 
Noble, in conversation with a Post reporter 
to-day, said Corporal Tanner, the new 
Commissioner of Pensions, was not a bit 
more radical in his politics than he was. 
The Secretary said he was in thorough ac­ 
cord with the Commissioner in the re­ 
moval of incompetent and inefficient Dem­ 
ocrats and putting in their places compe­ 
tent Republicans. 
“Tanner,” said be, 
“Believes in turning out the ex-Confeder­ 
ates whenever more competent Union 
soldiers can be employed, and so do I.” 
The Secretary said that 150 special exam­ 
iners in the Pension Office, all of whom 
were understood to be Democratic, would 
be dropped from the rolls at the end of the 
current fiscal year. 
An Interesting Court Decision. 
W ashington, April 8th.—The Supreme 
Court rendered an interesting decision to­ 
day. The town of Watertown, Wisconsin, 
issued bonds. Its Charter provides that all 
suits against the city must be by service on 
its Mayor. Certain bondholders brought 
suit but were unable to secure service on 
the Mayor, because he resigned as soon as 
elected. Finally, the city entered a volun­ 
tary appearance and set up a statute of lim­ 
itations. The plaintiffs demurred, claiming 
that they tried to begin suit in season but 
were debarred by a conspiracv to defraud. 
The Wisconsin Court held that the suits 
were not properly begun within the statu­ 
tory time and gave judgment in favor of 
the city. 
The Supreme Court affirms this judg­ 
ment, on the ground that it is a matter 
purely within State jurisdiction, and the 
only remedy is by appeal to the State Leg­ 
islature. 
Nautical Alm anac Officer. 
W ashington, April Sth.—There is a va­ 
cancy in the position of computer in the 
Nautical Almanac office. The salary is 
$1,000 per annum. The Civil Service Com­ 
missioner will conduct the examination to 
choose the person to fill the vacancy. Ap­ 
plicants will be required to have a knowl­ 
edge of the theory and use of the loga­ 
rithms. plane and spherical trigonometry, 
analytical geometry, differential and in­ 
tegral calculus, and plane and spherical 
astronomy, with some acquaintance with 
the contents of the Nautical Almanac. 
Each applicant will have to furnish a table 
of logarithms, and an_ ephemeris for use 
in the examination. Not one member of 
the Commission could pass this examina­ 
tion. 
The Norfolk Storm. 
W ashington, April 8th.—The following 
telegram was received at the Navy Depart­ 
ment to-day from Commandant Brown, of 
the Norfolk navy yard : “ A heavy gale 
set in about midnight Saturday. The water 
rose suddenly, and was higher than ever 
known, being about a foot above the cop­ 
ing of the dry dock. The Pensacola was 
lifted from the blocks and filled with water 
through the old and new Kingston valve 
openings, and settled diagonally across the 
blocks. The water is over the gun deck 
combings The diver reports that there 
was no injury to the bottom. Thev have 
plugged the holes, and expect to pump the 
ship dry, and readjust the blocks and dock 
again. The gale continues.” 
More Employes than Funds. 
W ashington, April Sth.—Secretary Rusk 
finds the role of employes in the Agricult­ 
ural Department so largely in excess of the 
resources for the current year, that until 
after June 30th, there will be far more 
dismissals than appointments. 
In the 
seed division alone. 80 of the employes 
have been dismissed, and the force will be 
still further reduced. 
The President has designated Assis­ 
tant Secretary Bachellor 
to act as 
Secretary of the Treasury in the ab­ 
sence of Secretary Windom. and Assistant 
Secretary Tichenor to act as Secretary in 
the absence of both Secretary Windom and 
Assistant Secretary Bachellor. 
A Sensible Proposition. 
W ashington, April 8th.—It is reported 
that Bismarck, through the Germau Min­ 
ister here, has intimated that if the United 
States would not send any ships of war to 
Samoa, or would order the recall of those 
already en route, that the German Govern­ 
ment would not send any vessels of her 
fieet to Samoa pending the negotiations in 
the Berlin Conference. The British ship of 
war might be kept there if necessary to 
preserve peace. 
Thestory is that the suggestion was diplo­ 
matically conveyed by Count Arco to Mr. 
Blaine, who replied that if a formal propo­ 
sition embodying the suggestion of the 
Minister were made, that he would advise 
its acceptance. 
Mahon. Getting Even. 
W ashington, April 8th.—It is a matter 
of comment that only the absolutely neces­ 
sary appointments have been made to fill 
vacancies in the Virginia postoffices. Sen­ 
ator Mahone has served a notice upon As­ 
sistant Postmaster-General Clarkson that 
if what he calls the clique of malcontents 
in the Republican party of Virginia are to 
be recognized in the distribution of Federal 
patronage, he will not lift his finger to put 
a Republican ticket in nomination in Vir­ 
ginia next fall, and as Mabone controls the 
organization absolutely, Mr. Clarkson is 
moving with great delioeration and 
caution. 
United States Treasury Item s. 
W ashington, April 8th.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury has approved the bond of 
Mr. Huston as Treasurer of the United 
States, but he will not qualify and assume 
the duties of his office until after Treasurer 
Hyatt is relieved of his duties at the New 
York Sub-Treasury, and probably not until 
after the count of the moneys aud securi­ 
ties at that office has been completed. As­ 
sistant Secretary Roberts expects to take 
charge of the New York Sub-Treasury next 
Wednesday, and the count will probably 
be completed in abont two weeks. 
’ 
Rifling Registered Letters. 
W ashington, April 8th.—The Postoffice 
Inspectors to-day arrested Harry D. Darby, 
Registry Clerk in the Postoffice in this city, 


for rifling valuable registered letters. 
When arrested Darby had $70 in his hand! 
which he had just taken from a letter. He 
is an old employe, having entered the 
service as carrier in 1880. lie was taken 
hetore the United States Commissioner and 
held in the sum of $2.000 to await exam­ 
ination to-morrow. When arrested he had 
$5o2 on his person, which it is thought was 
taken from other registered letters. 
The Armes Court-Martial. 
W ashington, April 8th.—The Armes 
Court-martial, instead of meeting to-mor­ 
row, will not do so until Thursday, at least. 
The composition oí the Board' is to be 
changed somewhat. 
The following changes were made to-day 
in the Armes Court-martial: Captain Knox 
in place of Lieutenant-Colonel Lawton, 
l aptain Knower iu place of Major Carpen­ 
ter and Major George Davis as Judge-Ad- 
vocate in place of Major Clous. These 
changes are caused by the fact that Lawton 
recommended the Conrt-martial and Car­ 
penter and Davis were connected with the 
former Court-martials that recommended 
Armes’ dismissal. 
A Present From Rntlalo Bill. 
W ashington, April Sth.—The collection 
ol wild aniruaU at the Smithsonian Iusti* 
tution, which forms the nucleus of an aggre­ 
gation to be domiciled at the proposed 
national zoological park, survived the win­ 
ter in good condition. 
Hon. W. F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) has do­ 
nated three American elk. which have 
been on exhibition at the Institution park 
since last autumn. He has promised the 
authorities to further assist them iu secur­ 
ing representatives of native wild species. 
The Land of the Cherokee*. 
W ashington, April 8th.—The members of 
the Commission recently appointed to ne­ 
gotiate with the Cherokee and other Indian 
tribes for a cession of their lands in Indian 
Territory will meet here next week, to re­ 
ceive their instructions from Secretary 
Noble. It is understood that the Commis­ 
sion will first direct its attention to a Cher­ 
okee strip which contains about 6,900,000 
acres, and if no unexpected obstacles are 
encountered ail tbe necessary relinquish­ 
ments will have been concluded by the loth 
of June next. 
Pardon Refused. 
W ashington, April 8th.—The President 
refused to pardon C. R. Taylor of Virginia, 
convicted of robbing the pcstoffice, and 
Ma’achi Allen of Arkansas, sentenced to 
be hanged for murder. He has commuted 
the sentence of two years each to one year 
in the cases of Wood Harper and Daniel 
\\ iiev, convicted in Tennessee ot violating 
the internal revenue laws, and has re­ 
mitted the fine in the case of John W. 
Thomassen of Kentucky, convicted of the 
same offense. 
Death of J. H. Kinder. 
W ashington, April 8th.—James H. Kin­ 
der, Chief ot the Foreign Exchange Di­ 
vision of the Smithsonian Institution, died 
here to-day of pneumonia, aged 47 years. 
He was well known throughout the sciec 
tifie world, having published numerous 
scientific books while attached to the navy. 
He married the daughter of ex-Postmaster- 
General Maynard, aud was created Cheva­ 
lier of the Order of Christ for good services 
to Portuguese in Japan. 
The Goveruor of Alaska. 
W ashington. April 8th.—Secretary Noble 
and President Harrison had a long inter­ 
view to-day relative to the appoiutment of 
the Governor of Alaska. All of the papers 
relative to the different candidates were 
sent from the Interior Department to the 
White House, and it is expected that the 
appointment will be made in a few days. 
Bunk for Spokane Falls. 
W ashington, April 8th.—The Acting 
Comptroller of Currency to-day authorized 
the Citizens’ National Batik of Spokane 
Falls, W. T., to begin business with capital 
stock of $150,000.

W ashington, April 8th.—The Secretary 
of State is informed that Ecuador will be 
represented at the conference of American 
States to meet at Washington on the -1th of 
October next.

prelim inaries for the surrender of the 
A rm y of N orthern 
Virginia. 
General 
Lee was dressed in full uniform, w ith a 
cloak thrown over his shoulders. 
His an- 
pearance was that of the soldier which he 
had proved him self to be. H is face showed 
the traces of the great care and anxiety that 
was crowding itself upon him . The two 
great leaders, G rant and Lee, soon retired 
to another place, where the final terms of 
surrender were arranged, and thus ended 
on the 9th of April, 1865, one of the great­ 
est conflicts of modern tim er.”

Philip Rumble presented his official 
bond as Poundkeeper, but owing to a cler­ 
ical error, the Board ordered that another 
bond be filed. In the bond r.umble binds 
himsell to the State, instead of the city 
Government. 
Bids for constructing a sewer in the alley 
between I and J. Tenth and Thirteenth 
Streets were received and opened, and W. 
C. Grail being tfie lowest responsible bid­ 
der the work was awarded to him. 
A TBOCBLESOME DIVE. 
In reply to a communication which the 
Board received last week, complaining that 
a Mrs. Anderson was keeping a disreputa­ 
ble dive on Fifth street, between L and M, 
and which matter was referred to the Chief 
of Police for his attention, a reply was re­ 
ceived stating that under existing ordi­ 
nances he could not close the place, but 
would do all in his power to abate the 
nuisance. 
The Mayor thought that if there was no 
ordinance that could close the house there 
should be. and recommended that the City 
Attorney’s attention be called to the mat­ 
ter. 
TH E POUKDMASTEF. LECTURED. 
Mr. Churchman appeared before the 
Board and complained that cattle were run­ 
ning astray in the vicinity of Thirtieth and 
F streets, doing considerable damage to 
property and making travel dangerous, 
there being several vicious steers among 
them. The Mayor thought it a good plan 
to notify the Poundmaster of the nuisance 
and to tell him in plain words that if he 
did not attend to his duty more faithfully 
they would get some one who would.

Trustee Wolf thought it a better plan to 
have the Poundkeeper appear before the 
Board next Monday and explain to him his 
duties, and Mr. Wolf’s suggestion was 
adopted. 


PROPOSED STREET RAILWAY BRANCH. 
E. K. Alsip appeared and asked that the 
Board grant him a franchise for a street 
railway on Fifteenth street, from J to L 
streets. He said that he aud Mr. Carey 
had come to an agreement whereby each 
would run over the one road, a State law 
permitting this to be done for a distance of 
not more than five blocks. Mr. Alsip 
stated that he had his rails aud tools 
already on the ground, and would like to 
commence work as soon as possible.

O hioans W ho Claim to D eal in Cal­ 
ifornia Lands—“Free M oney and 
Cheap Property." 


The R ecord-L'x io n is in receipt of in­ 
formation that the “ California on Wheels” 
party, now on its travels in the East, has 
run across thousands of circulars through 
which the people there are being swindled 
in various ways by parties pretending to 
sell and give away choice lands in different 
parts of California. One of the latest and 
most transparent schemes is that of “The 
California and Southern Land Trust Com­ 
pany,” whose principal place of business is 
announced a3 Cincinnati, O. This com­ 
pany is Hooding the East with circulars 
headed, ‘‘Free money and cheap property 
in the great Sacramento valley, Califor­ 
nia; $100,000 given absolutely free to pur­ 
chasers.” 
The lengthy circular then goes on to tell 
of “ the poor man’s best chance ” and “the 
rich man s golden opportunity.” It is il­ 
lustrated with a bird’s-eye view of the 
United States, showing the location of the 
Sacramento valley and a fine picture of the 
Golden Gate and San Francisco bay. One 
whole page is devoted to a glowing descrip­ 
tion of the Sacramento valley, its varied 
resources, water system, soil and timber, 
climate and seasons, railroad and river 
transportation. Twenty dollars profit is 
promised on every dollar invested in the 
“ garden spot of the Golden State.” 
The company claims to own 100,000 acres 
in this valley which it offers to dispose of 
in small subdivisions containing 
2,500 
square feet of land. Twenty-four of these 
subdivisions may be had in a block, and 
the price is only $5 for each subdivision. 
But this is not all. Every purchaser of one 
or more $5 lots will receive a “cash premi­ 
um gift" of from $1 to $1,000 on present­ 
ation of a “ cashpremium voucher” within 
a given time. 
This circular has several peculiarities. In 
the first place it gives no clue as to the loca­ 
tion of its lands in the Sacramento valley. 
If the company has any lands they are 
probably—like those of the “ Sam i oT Pos­ 
son Tract,” by which so many thousand 
persons were duped—comparatively worth­ 
less. 
Knowing that this information 
would naturally be called for, the circular 
cuts off inquiry by the following announce­ 
ment : “ No attention will be paid to letters 
asking for‘further information,’ for the sim­ 
ple reason that belore any correspondence 
can be indulged in there’will be no occa­ 
sion for ‘ further information,’ as the prop­ 
erty will all have been taken.” 
This paragraph alone ought to be suf- 
ficent to put any sane man on bi3 guard, 
but the circular is full of very plausible 
“ argument,” aud no doubt thousands of 
people have been induced to chance $5 in 
the scheme. 
The R ecord-Union has in its possession 
one of the private circulars sent by “The 
California and Southern Land Trust Com­ 
pany” to its “local managers.” in which 
the latter are shown how they can make 
from $100 to $1,000 per month without 
neglecting other business. All they have 
to do is to get people to invest in these $5 
lots. W. H. Whetstone is advertised as the 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Company 
and also “Resident Manager, San Fran­ 
cisco, Cal.” Inquiry for that gentleman in 
San Francisco has so far failed to develop 
his whereabouts. 
It was learned lpst night that John Q. 
Brown, General Manager of 
the State 
Board of Trade, by order of the Executive 
Committee, has issued instructions to the 
parties in charge of the “California on 
Wheels,” now traveling through the East, 
to answer all inquiries relating to .the Cali­ 
fornia and Southern Land Trust Company, 
by 
unqualified condemnation 
of 
the 
schemes of that company.

WHAT U M PIRE YOUNG SAYS. 
A R ecord-U k io k reporter saw Umpire 
Young at the depot yesterday afternoon, 
prior to his departure for the Bay, and ob­ 
tained from him a statement in ’regard to 
the matter: "The reports in the San fra n ­ 
cisco papers, as regards my actions with 
O'Neill at Stockton, are not true. I never

A rK E lT t MESS. 
Tlte Becpnt M unicipal Election in Chi. 
cago Said to be Illegal. 
Ch k a.o, April 8lh.—The polilicians of 
this city have been astonished by the an­ 
nouncement that it is discovered that the 
recent municipal election in this city was 
illegal, and it is within the power of any 
citizen to overthrow it. 
This state of 
ailairs crows out of a decision of the State 
Supreme Court rendered since the election 
held iast November. The suburban towns 
of Brighten Park and Cicero were, by a 
vote of their people, annexed to Chicago 
The village officers of both places however 
contested the matter and it has since been 
pending in the Courts. A decision of the 
Court annexed the territory to the town­ 
ship of South and West Chicago, but did 
not operate to make it part of the city, the 
power to extend the limits of which rests 
entirely with the City Council. Therein 
lies the trouble. The law of the State pro­ 
vides whenever all of a township lies 
within the limits of a city, the city election 
shall be held on the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in April, and where the town­ 
ship is not all included within the city 
limits, the election shall be held on the 
third Tuesday in April. Under a decision 
of the Supreme Court ratifying the annexa­ 
tion of Brighton Park and Cicero towns of 
West and South Chicago City does not en­ 
tirely cover the townships, and therefore 
the municipal electiou should be held 
April J3d. Moreover, the law requires that 
twenty days' notice of election shall be 
given, and as the time is too short between 
now and the third Tuesday in April for a 
legal notice, it seems questionable whether 
the mistake can ce rectified by a new elec­ 
tion on that date. Wide fields of specula­ 
tion are open as to the possibility of re­ 
versing tee verdict of the people in the re­ 
cent political landslide. It is claimed that 
if the present Republican administration is 
wil ing to invoke the law, it can hold over 
and prevpnt the newly-elected Democrats 
from taking their seats. It is said Mayor 
Roche has consulted the corporation coun­ 
sel in regard to the matter, but it cannot 
be learned that any decision was reached. 
This evening a resident of the annexed 
territory applied to Judge Jamison for an 
injunction restraining the Election Com- 
mi-sioners from counting or declaring the 
votes cast. The ground taken was that the 
residents of the annexed strip, having no 
notice ol the election, were deprived of 
their electoral rights, vitiating the whole 
election. The applicant was armed with a 
recommendation from a Master in Chancery 
that ihe injunction be issued. Judge Jam i­ 
son set the matter for hearing at 10 a. m. 
to-morrow.

A DUAL LIFE. 
A W ealthy Cleveland D entist’s Amour— 
A Wife Deceived. 
Clb’ KLAND. April 8th.—For many years 
Dr. Nathan 11. Ambler, who died in No­ 
vember last, occupied a very high position 
in social and business circles in this city. 
He was a dentist by profession, and his 
fortune aggregated $500,000 at the time of 
his deatn. He was married to an estimable 
lady, who survives him, but they had no 
children. Shortly after Ambler's death two 
documents, each purporting to be his last 
will, were filed for probate. Reporters 
were not permitted to see them, the excuse 
being ibut until the property was authenti­ 
cated they would not he of record. Thus 
th j matter stood until yesterday, when 
entry was made on the docket of the Court 
to the effect that one of the witnesses to 
each of the documents not appearing, and 
being ont of the jurisdiction of the Court, 
aud the o*her witnesses not being able to 
testify that Dr. Ambler was of sound micd, 
the probate of both wills was refused. It 
was intimated by the Court officials and at­ 
torneys employed in the case that the heirs 
and legatees had made a satisfactory settle­ 
ment. 
Sixteen years ago Dr. Ambler had occa­ 
sion to treat professionally a handsome 
young woman named Wellthea Rose, and 
their acquaintance deepened into afiection. 
The intimacy between them resulted in the 
birth of a son. called Nathan P. Rose, now 
15 years of age aud a very sturdy youth. 
This intimacy never came to the knowledge 
of his wife or relatives, and was continued 
tip to the time of his death. Five years 
ago a second child, a girl was born to the 
pair and was named Rosamond. During 
the whole of this period Miss Rose and her 
offspring were elegantly maintained by Dr. 
Ambier. part of the timeat Berea and later 
in a nice home at the East End. within a 
mile of his own residence. In both wills 
Miss Rose and her children are named as 
legatees to one-third of the estate, and the 
parentage of the children acknowledged, 
-n each the wife receives one-third and the 
brothers of the doctor the remaining por­ 
tion. It has been learned that the Rose 
woman, after consulting the heirs and at­ 
torneys, assented toa settleroeut that would 
give ner what the doctor intended she 
should nave in order to avoid publicity, 
and real estate and stocks to the value of 
$150,000 have been assigned to her and her 
children. 
BASEBALL BANQUET. 
Nine Innings of Dishes Make Up the 
Feast. 
N . w York, April Sth.—The baseball men 
of this city tendered a testimonial banquet 
to-night at Delmonico's to the baseball 
tonris’.s, who just returned from a trip 
around the world. They had a warm wel­ 
come from the 250 guests assembled. The 
diniDg-hall was profusely decorated. 
A. (J. Mills. ex-I’resident of the League, 
presided. When the guests were seated, J. 
H. Twitchell offered a prayer. An an­ 
nouncement that nine innings of dishes 
were ready for feast was made by Mr. Mills, 
with a familiar baseball word “ play!” 
Among the notables at the table were 
Mayor Chapin of Brooklyn, Mayor Cleve­ 
land of Jersey City, Hon. Chauncev Depeiv, 
Daniel Dougherty. Judge Hemv E. How­ 
land. Krastus \Vimau, Consul G. W. 
Griffin, of Meloourne, Australia. 
When cigars had been lighted Chairman 
Milis said the gathering had been called for 
the parpóse of doing honor to one branch 
of manly sports, and that was baseball. He 
spoke of the successful world-circling trip 
of the boys. Letters of regret were read 
from the Governors of New York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut, as well as from 
Mayor Grant. The speakers of the evening 
were then called up.

A Kentucky Feud. 
W heeling (W. Va.), April 8th.—-Ellison 
Hatfield, who is one of the participants in 
the Hatdeld-McCoy feud, now in jail in 
Kentucky, has confessed to the facts of the 
murder of the McCoy brothers—Talbert, 
Farley and Randolph. The Hatfields cap­ 
tured them, tied them to a tree aud gave 
them time to say their prayers. 
John Hatfield shot Farley dead, Wall 
Hatfield killed Talbert, and Alexander 
Mason killed Randolph. All the others 
also emptied their weapons into the body 
of their victims. 
Then Wall Hatfield made all the band 
swear to take the life of the first man who 
divulged the names of those who were 
along. 
Hatfield further said that he and Wallace 
killed Jeff McCoy. 
He gave the particulars of the brutal 
murders of Alífera and Alvin McCoy. The 
Hatfield gang surrounded the house and 
shot the girl while she was trying to extin­ 
guish the flames. Both Ellison aud John 
Hatfield claim to have shot A Hen. 
A Business Failure. 
N ew York, April 8th.—The Calendar 
Insulating and Water Proofing Company 
has become financially embarassed and 
suspended operations. The company was 
incorporated in 1883 with an authorized 
capital of $800,000. The last detailed state­ 
ment, in July, 1888, claimed assets of $227,­ 
508 and liabilities of $02,588. A meeting 
of the creditors of the company was held 
to-day. Calendar made rather an indefi­ 
nite statement of the company’s condition, 
showing unsecured liabilities of about $4o,- 
000 and assets of $70.000, and asked for an 
extension for about six months. The com­ 
mittee of creditors appointed to examine 
the books will make an investigation of 
the company’s affairs and report at a future 
meeting. A Magnificent Temple. 
Den ver, April 8th.—Delegates from the 
various Masonic Lodges in Colorado as­ 
sembled here to-day for the purpose of 
participating in the ceremonies of laying 
the corner-stone of the new Masonic 
Temple, at the corner of Sixteenth and 
Welton streets. The ceremonies were very 
impressive, and were witnessed by several 
thousand people. The building, when 
completed, will be eight stories in hight 
and the handsomest edifice west of the 
Missiisipf*. River, costing $400,000. Among 
the prominent visiting Masons were Granu 
Commander James H. Peabody, of Massa­ 
chusetts, and Past Grand Master H. P. II. 
Bromwell, of Illinois, and A. Verona, of 
New York.Death at a W edding. 
N ew York, April 8th.—Miss Jennie 
Knopf, of Philadelphia, was married last 
night to Samuel Hoffman, a New York 
restaurant-keeper, by Rabbi Janokitz. After 
the ceremony, wmie the wedding guests 
were at supper, Mrs. Ernest Knopf, the 
bride's mother, fell from her seat at the 
head of the table and died a few minutes 
later. Her body was removed to a neigh­ 
boring undertaker's, and the guests, despite 
the tearful protest of the bride, continued 
to laugh aua enjoy the feast that had been 
spread for them. At every lull in the 
laughter the sorrowful sobs of the bride 
could be beard from au adjoining room, 
where she sat shocked at the heartlessness 
of her husband’s friends. 
The Lightning; Strikers. 
N ew York, April 8th.—The Morning 
Journal says: “Jay Gould and his wealthy 
associates in the Western Union Telegraph 
Company will probably be considerably 
startled when they learn that the telegraph 
operators employed by the company have 
again banded themselves together in a 
Secret organization, and that it is not al o- 
getlier improbable that before summer 
comes around there will be a sudden stop­ 
page of all Western Union business, and 
that a strike may occur among the thou­ 
sands of operators of the company.” 
Commissioner Kaaaon Interviewed. 
N ew Y ork, April 8th.—Commissioner 
Kasson, en route to the Samoan Conference 
at Berlin, arrived here to-day. He says 
the Commission, which will sail Saturday, 
goes entirely uncommitted as to any course 
of action. The objects are to secure good 
order for the islands and do justice to all 
concerned. The recent disastei may facili­ 
tate the agreement, making it unnecessary 
fur the powers to sustain torces at Samoa 
hereafter. 
Chicago Carpenters Organizing. 
Chicago, April 8th.—The carpenters are 
determined to obtain better terms or pre­ 
cipitate a strike. They are organizing all 
over the city, and expect to be 5.000 strong 
by May 1st. A mass meeting will be held 
April 13th, at which 35 cents and eight 
hours will be demanded. If this demand 
is refused a general strike will be inaug­ 
urated on May 1st.

Chicago, April 8th.—The jury in the 
celebrated millinery case returned a verdict 
in the United States Court this morning.

Death Preferable to Married Life. 
B irmingham (Ala.). April Sth.—Mrs. 
Anna Roberts, a beautiful girl of sixteen, 
and a wife only eight days, attempted 
suicide at Grafton yesterday. She loaded a 
hunting gnn with bird shot, and placing 
the butt on the floor, leaned her breast on 
the muzzle Bnd pressed the trigger with her 
foot. At last accounts she was still alive, 
but cannot recover. The girl is the daughter 
of Henry Smith, a prominent resident of 
Columbia county. She gives as a cause of 
her desperation, unpleasant relations with 
her husband. 
Smuggling Goods. 
N ew Y ork, April 8th.—Mrs. Parks, the 
Inspectress on Surveyor Beattie’s force, to­ 
day seized from Mrs. Davis, a passenger on 
the steamer Adriatic from Liverpool, about 
three pounds of woolen yarn which she 
had quilted into her petticoats. Thirteen 
yards of dress goods sewed into another 
and about twenty yards of flannels which 
had been wrapped around her little daugh­ 
ter. Mrs. Davis is a resident of Minnesota 
and confessed to liaviDg smuggled goods in 
this manner before. The goods were sent 
to the seizure-room. 
They Have Probably Perished. 
W ilmington (N. C.), April 8th.—The 
steam tug which left Saturday with the 
dismantled bark Albatross, in tow, for 
Norfolk, returned this morning. 
The 
Captain reports that yesterday luorniDg, 
when thirty miles northeast of the Frying 
Pan light the ship hawser parted, and the 
bark went adrift in the gale. There are 
six men on the bark which is without 
boats, sails or ballast, and it is feared they 
have perished. 
A Sensation Promised. 
Chicago, April 8th. — A sensation is 
promised in the trial of Harvey and Josie 
Garley, which begins to-morrow, for the 
abduction of Annie Redmond. John Red­ 
mond, Annie’s father, is still at the insane 
asylum, the recovery of his child never 
having restored him to reason, which was 
lost while searching for ner. He is to be 
present at the trial, though for what pur­ 
pose is unknown. 
Tbe Mormons. 
St. J osei-h (Mo.), April 8th—To-day’s 
session of the World’s Conference of Lat­ 
ter-Day Saints was given up to the hearing 
of reports of missionaries, showing the 
prosperity and growth of the church 
throughout the country’. The report of the 
Church Recorder shows there are over 26,­ 
000 members of the church—a gain of 1,485. 
In the past year there were 1,165 removals 
and expulsions. 
Tbe Storm in Virginia. 
F ort Monroe (Va.), April 8th.—The 
worst storm ever remembered here set in 
Saturday, lasting forty-eight hours. The 
telegraph wires went down, no boats ven­ 
tured out, and the tide was a foot higher 
than ever recorded, doing great damage to 
the houses on the beach and roadway. A 
number of families abandoned their homes 
and sought safety in the fort.

HENKE M. STANLEY. 
His Letter Read Last Night In London— 
A Travelei's Trials. 
London, April 8th.—Henry M. Stanley’s 
letter to the Royal Geographical Society 
was read at the meeting of that body this 
evening. The letter consists mainly of a 
repetition of what has already been pub­ 
lished. He describes at length the various 
devices by which the natives endeavored to 
prevent the advance of the expedition. 
One of these was to dig shallow pits across 
the path of the column and fill them with 
skewers, which were gently covered with 
leaves. The skewers pierced the feet of 
Stanley’s men. inflicting wounds that in 
many cases developed inio dangerous sores. 
Men who were lamed in this manner were 
seldom of further service. Stanley calls 
the natives “cunning rogues,” add says 
that for the purpose of extortion they 
always pretended that the country was 
suffering from famine. Stanley believes 
the lake he discovered in 1876 belongs to 
Congo. ___________ ^___________ 
Not Compelled to Leave. 
Taris, April 8th.—General Boulanger 
has telegraphed from Brussels that the re- 
l>ort that the authorities had requested him 
to leave Belgium is untrue.

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE.

Creating County Connells. 
London, April 8th.—In the House of 
Commons to-night the Lord Advocate in­ 
troduced a bill providing for the local 
Government tn Scotland. The bill creates 
County Councils, members of which are to 
be elected by householders. All boroughs 
with a population less than 7,000 will be 
merged into counties, others be self gov­ 
erned. Powers of Councils extend to pri­ 
vate bill legislation. Right of legislating 
on private bills has hitherto been vested in 
Parliament. This measure is therefore a 
step in the direction of home rule. The 
functions of Councils are otherwise similar 
to those of English Councils. 
M istreating Em igrants. 
London, April 8th.—The emigrants on 
board the steamer Nordland, which was in 
collision ofFBeachy Head yesterday with a 
schooner, and which put into Southampton 
for repairs, were forbidden to land. Six­ 
teen Englishmen however fought their way 
to the shore and complained of the bad 
quarters which were provided for the pas­ 
sengers on the steamer. 
Hum an Butchery. 
H amburg, April 8th.—The body of a boy 
named Steinfatt was found in the suburbs 
of Hamburg this morning with the throat 
cut and the abdomen ripped and emptied. 
The body was otherwise horribly mutilated. 
A M elbourne Slogger Coming. 
M elbourne, April 8th.—Frank D, Sla- 
vin, the champion heavy-weight pugilist, 
has decided to go to the United States to 
meet Peter Jackson.

Cholera In India. 
London, April 8th.—Dispatches from 
India say 15,000 persons were rendered 
homeless by the great tire at Surat. To 
add to the prevailing distress the cholera 
has broken out in the town.
